MINUTES OF ORGANIZATION MEETING OF BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS, MAY 7, 1932 


The organization meeting of the Board of Directors of the Sierra Club was held at the club 
fooms, 1050 Mills Tower, San Francisco, California, at 10 o'clock, Saturday morning, May 7, 1932. 
Present: Directors Adair, Adams, Bernays, Dawson, Farquhar, Huber, LeConte, Parsons, Price, 
Tappaan, Treat. Absent: Directors Badé, Colby, McDuffie, Rowell. D. R. Brothers and Lewis F. 
Clark, chairmen of the Southern California and San Francisco Bay chapters, respectively, were also 
Present. Mr. Bernays called the meeting to order. 
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The report of the judges of election was thereupon read announcing that the following wer 
elected on April 9, 1932, directors of the Sierra Club for the ensuing year: Herbert S. Adair, Vir. 
ginia Best Adams, William Frederic Badé, Phil S. Bernays, William E. Colby, Ernest Dawson, 
Francis P. Farquhar, Walter L. Huber, Joseph N. LeConte, Duncan McDuffie, Marion R. Parsons, 
Robert M. Price, Chester H. Rowell, Clair S. Tappaan, Payson J. Treat. A motion was passed ac. 
cepting the report and thanking the judges of election for their work on behalf of the Club. 

The following were elected officers for the ensuing year: Phil S. Bernays, president; Francis 
P. Farquhar, vice-president; William E. Colby, secretary; Walter L. Huber, treasurer. Duncan 
McDuffie was elected the fifth member of the Executive Committee. Joseph N. LeConte was un- 
animously reelected honorary president for another year. Francis P. Farquhar was elected chairman 
of the Editorial Board for the coming year. The following were appointed by President Bernays and 
confirmed by the directors as members of the Editorial Board: Ansel E. Adams, Nathan C. Clark, 
Glen Dawson, Francis M. Fultz, Walter L. Huber, Francois E. Matthes, Marion R. Parsons, Erwin 
E. Richter. 

A telegram from Mr. Colby was read regretting his unavoidable absence a second time in thirty 
years, and a motion was passed that a letter be written Mr. Colby expressing the regret of the di- 
rectors that he could not attend. A motion was passed that a letter be sent to Mr. McDuffie, express 
ing the regret of the Board that he was unable to come to the meeting on account of illness. A 
motion was passed excusing the absent directors. The minutes of the last meeting of the Board, 
held December 12, 1931, were approved as published in the December 1931 Sierra Club Bulletin. 
Mr. Huber's report as treasurer for the year 1931 was approved as published in the February 1932 
Sierra Club Bulletin. 

Treasurer Huber further reported the receipt of the bequest to the Sierra Club under the will 
of the late Henry H. Palmer, amounting to the sum of $3,481.63.* (Mention of this bequest was 
made in the October 1931 Sierra Club Bulletin.) Mr. Palmer was a member of the Club for many 
years and participated in many of its outings and other activities. This sum has been added to the 
permanent fund, the income of which is used to further the work of the Club. Mr. Huber reported 
also that a check in the sum of $1,810.49 was received in January from Mr. Herbert F. Schwarz, 
brother of the late G. Frederick Schwarz, which completed repayment to the Sierra Club of the 
amount advanced by it in connection with the construction of the Muir Shelter on Muir Pass. As 
to the current financial condition of the Club, he stated that dues for the current year have been 
coming in more slowly than usual and that fewer applications for membership have been received 
this year than in previous years. It was the opinion of the Board that an effort should be made to 
maintain the club membership, not only by retaining old members but by securing new members, 
and it was suggested that the chapters should cooperate with the Board to this end. The editor was 
directed to put a note in the June Sierra Club Bulletin bringing to the attention of the members the 
importance of bringing in new members. 

A resolution was adopted extending to Mr. Farquhar the thanks and congratulations of the 
Board for the splendid number of the Sierra Club Bulletin issued this year. Mr. Farquhar expressed 
his appreciation for the cooperation he had received from those who had contributed the very fine 
articles and illustrations, which made possible the production of the number. 

Mr. Clark, chairman of the San Francisco Bay Chapter, in compliance with the request of 
President Bernays, reported on the activities of the Chapter, and in this connection stated that there 
seemed to be a growing interest in winter sports and a sentiment in favor of a base for winter sports 
and for exploration of the Sierra in wintertime. He expressed to Mr. Bernays and to Mr. Brothers 
the appreciation of the San Francisco Bay region members for the courtesies extended to them on 
the occasion of the Christmastime trip to Harwood Lodge as guests of the Southern California 
Chapter. 

Mr. Brothers was asked for a report of the activities of the Southern California Chapter. He 
expressed the gratitude of the Chapter for the $500 given by the Sierra Club to reimburse it for 
money advanced in connection with the completion of the Harwood Lodge, with which assistance 
the Chapter finances are now in a satisfactory condition. He stated that Muir Lodge and Harwood 
Lodge were both being used extensively and were handled so as to be self-supporting, each being on 
a separate accounting basis. Mr. Brothers at this time, on behalf of the Southern California Chapter 
and Mr. Van Oosting, presented to the directors an attractive photograph of Harwood Lodge, taken 


*A check for $59.04, representing final distribution from the estate of Henry H. Palmer, was received April 27, 1932 
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in the midst of the winter season. A motion was passed expressing the appreciation of the Board for 
this gift to the Club. 

The attention of the directors was invited to a beautiful etching of Mount Shuksan in Wash- 
ington, by Roi Partridge, and to a Chinese bronze bowl, both of which were recently presented to 
the Club by Mr. Albert M. Bender. A resolution was adopted that an expression of appreciation 
be sent Mr. Bender for his thoughtfulness and generosity in making these gifts to the Sierra Club. 

Report was made of word received from Director Horace M. Albright, of the National Park 
Service, that he hoped to have sufficient funds from appropriations made by Congress so that the 
High Sierra Trail in Sequoia National Park may be completed this summer. 

It was pointed out that on recent editions of the Sequoia National Park map the name “Mount 
Corcoran” appears for the peak long known as “Mount Langley.” Mr. Farquhar explained that the 
U. S$. Geographic Board had brought to light a decision made many years ago by which the name 
“Corcoran” was approved. This name was ignored when the U. S. Geological Survey was made 
some twenty-five years ago and at that time the name “Langley” was given. It was voted by the 
Board that, inasmuch as the name “Langley” was now well established by usuage, the name “Cor- 
coran” being practically unknown to those familiar with the region, the U. S. Geographic Board 
be requested to approve the name “Mount Langley” and restore it to the map. 

It was voted that a Sierra Club pin be sent to the Alpines Museum des Deutscher und Oester- 
reicher Alpenvereins, in compliance with its request, to be added to its collection of alpine badges. 

It was resolved that the Sierra Club urge upon the National Park Service the investigation of 
Admiralty Island as a national park for the purpose of preserving the wild life, particularly the 
Alaska brown bear, and for the preservation of a typical specimen of southeastern Alaska wilderness 
in primitive condition, and to prevent this important region of the Inside Passage from being defaced 
by unnecessary timber cutting. 

Mr. Newton B. Bell, chairman of the committee appointed at the December meeting to inves- 
tigate the feasibility of conducting a Sierra Club trip to Mexico during the winter of 1932-33, was 
present during part of the meeting and gave a report as to routes, costs, etc. After general discus- 
sion it was deemed inadvisable to plan a trip to Mexico this year, but it was felt that the idea should 
be kept in mind for some future date. Mr. Bell was thanked for his work in getting the information 
together and was asked to leave it on file at the Club office for the benefit of any who may wish to plan 
such a trip on their own account. 

A letter was presented from Ansel F. Hall, Senior Park Naturalist and Forester, National 
Park Service, telling of plans for the Fourth Scout Naturalist Expedition into Yosemite National 
Park this summer, and asking for a contribution to help defray the expenses incidental to having 
Francois E. Matthes of the U. S. Geological Survey join this expedition which will enable Mr. 
Matthes to continue his geological studies in the northern part of Yosemite National Park. (Mr. 
Matthes’ previous studies, Geologic History of the Yosemite Valley, were published by the U. S. 
Geological Survey in 1930.) The sum of $200 was voted as a contribution toward this work. 

The request for a contribution toward the establishing of a memorial of redwood trees in Straw- 
berry Canyon on the campus of the University of California at Berkeley to the late Stephen T. 
Mather was referred to the Executive Committee. 

Mrs. Parsons, chairman of the committee appointed to handle the matter of arranging the new 
Club rooms, reported that nothing had been done in this connection pending the solution of the 
ventilation problem. Mr. Farquhar reported that, acting on instructions of the Board, he had pur- 
chased for the Club office, steel files, safe, desk, etc.; that much remains to be done, particularly in 
connection with the library. 

A letter of application for the position of custodian of Parsons Lodge was referred to the 
Lodge Committee. 

There being no further business, the meeting adjourned.

CALIFORNIA TREES TO BE FEATURE OF PHOTOGRAPHIC 
COMPETITION 


“To stimulate interest in trees as a characteristic feature of the California landscape, and to 
encourage their preservation; to perpetuate through outstanding examples of photographic art some 
thing of the beauty and spiritual appeal of trees, whether standing as individuals or massed in forests” 
is the purpose of a Photographic Competition to be held under the joint auspices of The California 
Conservation Committee of The Garden Club of America and the Save-the-Redwoods League, ac 
cording to an announcement made today by these two organizations. Entries will be received up t 
September 7th, and an exhibit of the photographs will be on view at the M. H. de Young Memorial 
Museum in Golden Gate Park from September 21st until October 21st, the awards to be made on 
Friday, October 7th. 

As an example of the esthetic and spiritual appeal of trees which it is hoped the competition will 
call forth, the following excerpt from a chapter on the Redwoods in his book: “The Living Past” 
by Dr. John C. Merriam, president of the Save-the-Redwoods League, is quoted in the announce 
ment: 

“Like pillars of a temple, the giant columns space themselves with mutual support, producing 
unity and not mere symmetry. Ponderous strength, an almost infinite variety in expression of light 
and shade and color, and a perspective with marvellously changing depth, compose a scene such a 
canvas has yet to receive. But woven through this picture is an element which eludes the imagery 
of art. The sense of time makes itself felt as it can but rarely be experienced. While, through cor 
trasts of their seemingly fantastic architecture, ancient castles may tell us of other ages, living trees 
like these connect us by hand touch with all the centuries they have known.” 

The awards, which are to be donated by the Save-the-Redwoods League, are: First, $100; 
Second, $75; Third, $50, and Fourth, $25. Other prizes will be announced later. 

Regulations governing the competition are as follows: 

1. ELIGIBILITY: The competition is open to any person, amateur or professional, without 
restriction. 

2. SUBJECT: Any photograph of trees growing in California. Details of trees, individual 
specimens or forest views. 

3. SIZE AND FINISH: Any size and finish of print. Must be mounted on mat 14 incha 
wide by 19 inches high. 

4. IDENTIFICATION: The photograph may be signed, with full name and address given 
on back of photograph, or if preferred may be identified by a symbol, and the name and address ina 
sealed envelope identified by this symbol may be submitted with the photograph. 

5. OWNERSHIP OF NEGATIVES AND PRINTS: No prints will be returned. A selection 
of the views will be incorporated in a travelling exhibit of photographs of trees, under the auspices 
of The Garden Club of America. 

6. DATE OF SUBMISSION: Up to September 7th, 1932. 

7. HOW TO ENTER PRINTS IN THE COMPETITION: Deliver or mail them to the 
M. H. de Young Memorial Museum, Golden Gate Park, San Francisco, addressed to: “California 
Trees Photographic Competition.”

MOUNT McKINLEY 1932. SUCCESS AND TRAGEDY 


The newspapers of May carried in quick succession accounts of the successful ascent of both 
peaks of Mount McKinley, Alaska, by the same party, and of the death of two members of another 
party. Complete reports have not yet been received, but the following summary may, in the mean- 
time, serve to answer questions. 

A party headed by Alfred D. Lindley, of Minneapolis, comprising Erling Estrom, a Norwegian 
dimber, Harry J. Leik, Superintendent of Mount McKinley National Park, and Grant Pearson, a 
park ranger, is reported to have reached the summits of both peaks early in May. The south peak 
(20,300 ft.), a few hundred feet higher than the north, is the highest peak in North America. The 
frst ascent of the south peak, and heretofore the only complete ascent, was made by the Karstens- 
Stuck party in 1913, which included Henry P. Karstens, Hudson Stuck, Robert G. Tatum, and 
Walter Harper. Prior to that, in 1912, Herschel C. Parker, Belmore Browne, and Merl La Voy had 
reached the top of the mountain, but were turned back by a blizzard a few hundred feet from the 
highest point. The north peak was climbed in 1910 by William Taylor and Peter Anderson, mem- 
bers of a party of four miners from Fairbanks, who pioneered the route used in subsequent ascents 
of the mountain. Dr. Frederick A. Cook claimed that he climbed Mount McKinley in 1906, but 
the evidence against this claim is generally regarded as conclusive. 

After their successful climb, as they were returning down Muldrow Glacier on May 11, the 
Lindley party came upon the body of Theodore Koven, who, together with Allen Carpé, had been 
engaged in scientific work on the mountain. Indications were that Carpé was also dead, although 
his body was not found. 

On examining the diaries left behind by the two scientists, it was discovered that they had 
started down Muldrow Glacier to meet the rest of their party, E. P. Beckwith, Percy T. Olton, Jr., 
and N. D. Spadevecchia, who were to come up the glacier and join them. According to Mr. Lindley's 
account, it seemed that a heavy fresh snowfall had obliterated the trail and made going very treach- 
erous, as it concealed many of the crevasses. Apparently Carpé fell in a crevasse and was either 
instantly killed or so severely injured that he could not climb out. Koven in trying to help him also 
fell in and was hurt, although he was able to get out and start back to camp. After falling in another 
crevasse, and climbing out, Koven was exhausted and froze to death. 

Beckwith was taken ill and was picked up by an airplane and taken back to Fairbanks. In the 
meanwhile Spadevecchia had started out for assistance and was thought to have been lost. Pilot S. 
E. Robbins flew to the camp from Fairbanks to rescue the rest of the party, but on landing broke the 
atle of his ship and was unable to get away. Pilot Jerry Jones in a flight over the Muldrow Glacieg 
camp of the Carpé expedition ascertained that three men were at the camp and also the plight of 
Robbins’ plane. He dropped a package of lamp black to them and the men wrote in huge letters on 
the snow “O and § safe.” Jones, his plane not being equipped with skis, immediately flew back to 
Fairbanks and carried an axle and tools back to the camp and dropped them by parachute. Robbins 
repaired his plane and returned to Fairbanks. He reported that Olton and Spadevecchia were both 
safe and planned to remain a week or so more on the glacier as they had to collect their instruments. 
Spadevecchia returned to camp after a twelve day absence and reported that he had not been lost but 
that snow and stream conditions had prevented his return to camp after he had started for help. 

Allen Carpé, of New York, was one of the most experienced and ablest of American moun- 
taineers. He was a member of the Mount Logan expedition of 1925, and participated in the first 
ascents of Mount Bona, Alaska, in 1930, and of Mount Fairweather, Alaska, in 1931, and had made 
many notable climbs in the Canadian Rockies and in the Alps. He was a member of the American 
Alpine Club. He was 36 years old. T’ eodore Koven, of Jersey City, New Jersey, 28 years old, was 
a member of the Sierra Club. Carpé’s party was engaged in making observations for the purpose 
of measuring the cosmic ray on behalf of Professor A. H. Compton, of the University of Chicago. 
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Carpé planned to climb Mount McKinley, if occasion offered, and perhaps make a recon: 
of the neighboring Mount Foraker.
